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Ike Offers 
Soviet ‘Any 
Assurance ; 
Hits Red Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Wednesday branded Russia's 
pian to demilitarize and isolate 
Germany as “an exercise in 
futility.” But he offered the 
Soviets “any assurance, any ma- 
terial move” that would over- 
come their fears of future Ger- 
man aggression. 

The President also told a Na- 
tional Press Club audience that 
he wants to find out from 
Anastas I Mikoyan whether 
the Soviets “are so sick of the 
armament burden that they 
want to find a way out of this 
dilemma.” 

He thought Mikoyan, right- 
hand man of Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, should be trying 
to find out the same thing 
from him. 

The two will meet here Sat- 
urday. Eisenhower said he 
has no intention of making any 
new proposals to Mikoyan be 
cause that would transform an 
informal talk into a kind of 
conference negotiation. 

“Any effort to lay out some- 
thing new that could be calle: 
a definite proposal would be a 
great mistake,” the President 
said. 

Turning to German issues, 
Eisenhower endorsed in his 
own words the stand taken by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles Tuesday. Dulles re 
jected the Russian plan for 4 
neutralized Germany and said 
Western policy must insist on 
a Germany integrated into west- 
ern Europe. 

The President recalled that 
some time ago he had welcomed 
visits from important Russian 
leaders. 

In the long run, he said, peace- 
ful negotiations are going to 
grow out of better understand- 
ing and not by glaring across a 
table at each other.

“The secretary reaffirmed that 
it is the policy of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment to seek reunification 
of Germany through free elec- 
tions. 

“As the secretary said yester- 
day at his press conferefice, 
there are various theoretically 
possible methods but reunifica- 
tion of Germany by free elec- 
tions is the natural method and 
the formula agreed to at the 
summit conference of 1955.” 

He called the attention of re- 
porters to the words “theoreti- 
cally possible methods” and 
emphasized that in his judg- 
ment, reunification through 
free elections is “the only prac- 
tical and feasible method for 
the time being.” 

The word “theoretical” is op- 
posed to the word “practical,” 
so there is no other way but 
free elections, the diplomat 


“Free election is not an aim 
in itself but a means of achiev- 
ing something—and reunifica- 
tion can be achieved only 
through free elections.” 

State Department Press Offic- 
er Lincoln White also issued a 
statement saying, “There is no 
change in the United States 
position of support for free elec- 
tions as the best and most logi- 
cal method of achieving a true 
and workable reunification of 
Germany.” 

The official statements did not, 
however, rule out the possibility 
of future revision of this policy. 

It is understood that various 
new ideas relating to the over- 
all German problem are now 
under discussion in the State 
Department, even though all in 
the end could be discarded. 

Meanwhile, Dulles won firm 
backing from the U.S. Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
Wednesday for his insistence on 
the right of Western allies to 
keep their troops in Berlin. 

A resdlution endorsing this 
stand was informally approved 
during a closed-door briefing by 
Dulles on the _§ international 
situation. The resolution also 
backs Dulles’ insistence on 
maintaining free access to the 
city inside Communist-dominat- 
ed East Germany,

Fate of 13 Others Unknown 


Two Karafuto dogs were 
found alive at Showa Base 
Wednesday, having survived the 
bitter Antarctic cold for nearly 
a year.

A report from Takeshi Naga- 
ta, head of the expedition, said 
that the first trip of two 5-58 
Sikorsky helicopters left the ice- 
breaker Soya at 1:38 p.m. (7:38 
p.m. Wednesday JST) for Sho 
wa Base, 163 kilometers to the 
south, 

One of the helicopters carri- 
ed five of the men who had been 
selected to spenc the winter in 
the Antarctic, including Masa- 
yoshi Murayama, leader of the 
wintering group, and provi- 
sions, construction supplies and 
radio equipment totaling 542 
kilograms. 

The other craft carried only 
fuel.

Kishi Tells

Liberal-Democratic Party 
President Nobusuke Kishi, in the 
first major ceunteroffensive 
against dissident forces in his 
own party since the turn of the 
year, yesterday instructed Jead- 
ers of main current groups to 
prepare for holding the election 
of party president before early 
next month, 


Kishi issued the order after 
a lengthy conference with for- 
mer Executive Board Chairman 
Ichiro Kono and Vice President 
Bamboku Ohno yesterday morn- 
ing at the Prime Minister's pri- 
vate residence in Shibuya. 

Kishi told the meeting that 
the presidential election should 
be held in January, if possible, 
and early in February at the 
latest on the ground that the 
insecure position of the Liberal-

political unrest, 

Kono and Ohno are believed 
to have promised Kishi that 
they would do their best to get 
Kishi reelected as president of 
the ruling party at the conven- 
tion. 


The Prime Minister later met 
Takeo Fukuda, party secretary 
general, and asked him to do 
his best to have Kishi’s plan 
materialize, 


After his meeting with Kishi, 
Fukuda said he intended to have 
the new party president nomi- 
nated at a Liberal-Democratic 
Dietmen’s caucus about Feb, 1.

Parking Meters Must Be Fed Soon 


You're going to have to start 
paying to park in the Maruno- 
uchi district comes Jan. 26. 

That's the date that the 1,200 
parking meters in the area 
“open for business.” 


It will cost ¥10 for 15 minutes. 

Although the idea of the 
meters is to help eliminate the 
parking congestion in the area, 
a person will be able to park 
his car all day long in the same 
spot—provided he regularly 
“feeds” the meters. 

The meters will accept eight 
¥10 coins at one time. This 
allows a car to park for two 
hours. 

Details of the parking meter 
program were given yesterday 
to The Japan Times by officials 
of the Metropolitan Govern- 
ment’s Parkii Lot Manage- 
ment Office and the Metropoli- 
tan Police Department's Traffic

The officials explained that 
the first 1,200 meters will “open” 
Jan. 26. By the end of March, 
3,000 additional meters will go 
into operation in the Ginza, 
Kyobashi and Shimbashi areas. 


The penalty for parking over- 


time is figured at a fine totaling 
three times. the legal fee. 

Thus, if you park 15 minutes 
overtime, that will cost ¥45. 
One hour overtime will cost you 
¥120. 


To keep check of the meters, 
90 “checkers” and 220 extra 
policemen have been detailed to 
the area. 


And as more meters go up 
throughout Tokyo, the traffic 
officials promise to assign more 
checkers. 


The fines will be paid on the 
spot to a “checker” or to a 
policeman. This eliminates the 
need for a car owner to go to 
court to pay his fine, as is done 
in most American cities where 
there are parking meters. 


In most American _ cities, 
there are limits which allow 
cars to rk at an individual 
meter only for a certain length 
ime, no matter how many 
are inserted. Thus, in 
pping areas, cars mi 
to park only 15 
minutes at each meter, while in 
residential areas, cars can park 
many hours. 


these “hogs” simply by making 
it necessary to “feed” the meters 
every two hours. 

Most Marunouchi businessmen 
just shook their heads and said, 
“Tais means an extra job for my 
girl who serves tea.” 

One enterprising foreigner 
would like to set up a service 
to charge a monthly rate to car 
owners of the area to make sure 
that the meters are always 
“fed” on time. 

The traffic officials strongly 
point out it will be cheaper for 
businessmen to take taxis to 
their offices. 

However, if a mari is able to 
get to the Office early, and hold 
a parking place for an eight- 
hour day, that will only cost 
¥320.

Ceasefire Offer 
Still Open, Debre 
Informs Assembly 


PARIS (AP)—President 
Charles de Gaulle opened 
the first National Assem- 
bly of the Fifth Republic 
with a pledge to work 
toward a political solut:on 
in Algeria through univer- 
sal suffrage. 


De Gaulle’s generalized mes- 
sage, read to the Assembly by 
its president, Jacques Chaban 
Delmas, clearly implied more 
elections or referendums in the 
troubled North African territory 
where a rebellion has raged for 
four years. 


A prerequisite to the expres- 
sion of universal suffrage, De 
Gaulle said, was the pacification 
and economic transformation of 
Algeria. 


Following De Gaulle’s brief 
message, newly named Premier 
Michel Debre presented to the 
packed Chamber the program of 
his new Government—a pro- 
gram supporting the Western 
alliance but clearly demanding a 
bigger voice for France. 


The deputies stood respect- 
fully while Chaban Delmas read 
the brief opening statement of 
De Gaulle. 

The Premier declared. that 
France continues to support the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) but recommended 
changes to make it more et- 
ficient. 


De Gaulle called for the new 
Assembly to put. aside- the 
bickering tactics that weaken- 
ed the old Fourth Republic and

Increaséd Trade 
Urged by Mikoyan: 


. NEW YORK (UPI)—Soviet 
Depuly Premier Anastas I. Miko- 
yan, rubbing elbows with the 
capitalists his country has ac- 
cused of being “war mongers,” 
Wednesday night appealed to 
American businessmen to 
persuade their government to 
relax its trade restrictions so 
that they might more freely 
trade with Russia. 

Mikoyan's plea for increased 
trade cap a day in which ne 
declared he liked Americans— 
and seemed determined to prove 
his point. With policemen 
discouraging anti-Russian picket- 
ing. of the Kremlin’s emissary, 
he made a speech which ap- 
parentiy charmed his audience 
of economic experts and only 
once Wednesday made a miscue 
which brought a chorus of boos. 

That came when Mikovan 
faced his audience during a rare, 
question-and-answer period and 
defended his boss, Premier 
Nikita 8S. Khrushchev. 


In reply to a question, Miko 
yan denied that Khrushchev 
ever said that Russia would 
“bury” the United States and 
tried to prove his point by 
quoting Khrushchev as saying 
that American = grandchildren 
would prefer socialism to capi- 


proved himself to be nimble at 
dodging questions and shifting 
the subject, quickly said, “In 
general, we shouldn't speak for 
our grandchildren at all, 
gentlemen.” 


For the most part, however, 
Mikoyan put on a dazzling 
show as a public speaker and 
a@ tireless tourist as well. Ear- 
lier he toured Macy’s Depart- 
ment Store, discussed interna- 
tional trade and finance with 
ankers in a Wall Street sky- 
scraper and sipped American- 
made vodka with millionaires 
at a reception given by former 
Gov. Averell Harriman. 

Mikoyan said he has talked 
with many Russians who have 
visited U.S. and they have re- 
turned with a very favorable 
impression of the United States. 

“The American 


people—or- 
dina folk and the business- 
ee peace,” Mikoyan 
said. 


But he also complained that 
the Soviet Union's “construc- 
tive proposals to ease interna- 
tional tensions” were met with 
a “nyet, nyet, nyet” (no, no, no) 
from the United States. 

“Let's make an effort to have 
a da, da, da (yes, yes, yes) in 
our relationship,” Mikovan said. 

“There was.a time when you 
knew what you could buy and 
sell from Russia,” Mikoyan told 
the Economic Club of New 
York, “but it appears during 
the cold war you forgot.”

Lincoln White, State Depart- 
ment spokesman, said he had no 
knowledge whether the revolu- 
tionary Government of Iraq, a 
founding member of the pact, 
would send representatives to 
the Karachi meeting. 


Iraq Government leaders have 
hinted they would pull their 
country out of the alliance but 
have not yet given such formal 
notice. 


The new defense agreements 
now being negotiated with 
Turkey, Iran and Pakistan 
would link the United States 
even closer with the three gov- 
ernments. 


Negotiations for such new 
understanding got under way 
after Dulles attended the Lon- 
don Baghdad Pact meeting last 
July 28, a few weeks after the 
revolt in Iraq. 


U.K. Debt Talks 
Sought by Japan 


The Japanese Government ex- 
pects shortly to open talks with 
the British Government on the 
settlement of Japan's prewar lia- 
bilities to Britain, a Foreign 
Office source revealed yesterday. 

The Government hopes to ob- 
tain a satisfactory solution to 
the matter before Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi’s planned 
visit to London in June. 


On several occasions since 
1952, Britain has made claims

Because of the considerable 
lapse of time which made an ac 
curate computation of the debts 
impossible, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment had taken the stand 
that it could afford the repay- 
ment of ¥100 million, 


This amount was increased 
recently to ¥300 million by 
agreement among different gov- 
ernment ministries concerned. . 

The Government hopes to ad- 
just the large difference with 
the British demands through 
negotiations.

He said the Soya was 163 
kilometers north of Showa 
Base, which was set up by the 
Japanese Antarctic expedition 
in 1957 under the International 
Geophysical Year program. 

A report reaching the Mari- 
time Safety Agency from 
Matsumoto at 9:30 p.m. yester- 
day said those planes made 
nine flights by 5 a.m. yesterday. 
The report said the airlifting 
work was discontinued after 
that due to a blizzard. 

The last plane is now stand- 
ing by at the base and waiting 
for the weather to clear up. 

The question among dog lov- 
ers and people associated with 
the Antarctic expedition pro- 
gram yesterday was how the 
two Karafuto dogs had manag- 
ed to survive the Antarctic 
weather where the temperature 
plunges to 40 degrees below zero 
and blizzards of 40 meters per 
second rage. 

The two dogs found alive 
were Taro and Jiro. 

A report yesterday from Capt. 
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Mitsuji Matsumoto of the Soya 
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Two Dogs Alive 


said when Isamu Iijima, hell- 
copter pilot, alighted from his 
craft at Showa Base, the two 
dogs leaped at him in joy. 

The two dogs appeared to 
have eaten well, as they were 
described as being “fat.” 

Tatsuo Tatemi, assistant pro- 
fessor of Tokyo University, who 
was a member of the first win- 
tering team, said they probably 
escaped from their chains and 
survived on emergency rations 
at the hase. 


He said only a month's sup- 
ply of food had heen left for 
the dogs when they left last 
February. 

He said a half a year’s supply 
of emergency rations sufficient 
for five or six men had been stor- 
ed a short distance away from 
the mess hall. 

In addition to these, Tatemi 
thought the dogs ate rice, pea- 
nuts and other edibles which 
were left in the passageways. 

He said carcasses of seals had 
also been left around the base. 
They also may have caught pen- 
guins during the summer 
months, he added. 

Tadamichi Koga, head of Ueno 
Zoo, said the survival of thé 
two dogs was a rare case in 
zoological history. 

At any rate, it can be con- 
sidered a “miracle,” he said. 

Prof. Tetsuo Inukai of Hok- 
kaido University said in Sapporo 
yesterday that Taro and Jiro 
were the youngest of the Kara- 
futo dogs, which perhaps ac- 
counted for their strength. 

Since Karafuto dogs are able 
to endure severe cold, he said 
he was confident that about 
three of the 15 would survive. 

A spokesman for the Japan 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals said he 
hoped the two dogs would be 
brought back on the Soya and 
permitted to live the rest of 
their lives in comfort in Japan. 

He discounted the theory that 
they had killed and devoured 
the other dogs. 

He also thought they lived 
on penguins or penguin eggs.

$370 Million 
Here in 1958 


U.S. Forces stationed in Japan 
poured $370,131,281 (¥133,247,- 
261,160) into the Japanese eco- 
nomy during 1958, the U5. 
Army, Japan, announced yester- 
day. 

According to the Office of the 
Comptroller, Headquarters, U.S. 
Army, Japan, this figure falls 
short of the more than $416 mil- 
lion (¥149,760 million) spent 
during the preceding year. The 
withdrawal of U.S. Army units 
from Japan since June 1957 is 
responsible for the decrease. 

Army statistics show Septem- 
ber was 1958's peak month for 
the conversion of dollars into 
yen. A total of $38,272,428 was 
converted into Japanese curren- 
cy during that month. October 
was runner-up with $35,963,682 
exchanged. Low month was 
February's conversion of $24,- 
545,735. 

Official expenditures on mill- 
tary contracts with Japanese 
firms accounted for more than 
half the year’s spending. The 
Army reports $219,827,917 went 
toward these contracts, largest 
of which involved the manufac- 
ture and rebuilding of military 
vehicles, tires and automotive 
parts, steel products, wood and 
wood products, office machine 
repairs, and transportation serv- 
ices. 

Yen sales to military person- 
nel for individual expenditures 
such as rents, Japanese market 
purchases and salaries for indi- 
vidually employed Japanese 
workers amounted to $77,841,518 
during 1958, a $22,196,293 drop 
from 1957's total. | 

“Quasi-official expenditures” 
—those made for ae and 
services by service Clubs, spe- 
cial service  activiti and 
offices and noncommissioned 
officers mess halls totaled $72,- 
461,846 and were heaviest from 
June through December, This 
category shows a decrease of 
$13,047,489 from 1957. 

The U.S. Forces total use of 
yen for the year 1958 represents 
money actually spent by the 
military services during the 
year. It does not include the 
value of contracts entered into 


during 1958 for future spending.

Red Jamming 


Intensifying 


Government radio officials 
expressed fears yesterday that 
intensifying Soviet and Com- 
munist Chinese jamming would 
make it very difficult within a 
few years for Japanese radio 
listeners to hear domestic 
medium-wave broadcasts on 
ordinary receivers. 

Many people are therefore 
urging that broadcasting should 
be switched to the FM or SSB 
system since these systems are 
jamming-proof. 

Major manufacturers of radio 
sets are preparing to start the 
mass production of FM radio 
receivers this year. 

The Japan Sea coastal area is 
the most affected by Russian 
jamming at present. At night, 
the interference is so intense 


Of Broadcasts 


that radio listeners in the area — 


can hear Soviet broadcagts but 
not the broadcasts of domestic 
stations. 

Communist Chinese jamming 
affects western Japan. Further, 
Red China reportedly is plan- 
ning, under a five-year plan, to 
start ‘medium-wave broadcast- 
ing from a station with a trans- 
mission power strong enough to 
include the whole of Japan 
in its service area, 

Japan Radio Regulatory 
Bureau officials said Japan can- 
not enter into a no-jamming 
agreement with either the So- 
viet Union or Communist China 
since neither of the countries 
is party to the international 
treaty concerned, 

These officials feared that 
if no steps are taken against 
this growing jamming, Japan 
would be exposed to a political 
“radio offensive” by the two 
Communist countries, 

To avert such a danger, Japa; 
nese stations must change to 
FM or SSB broadcasting, these 
officials said. 

The SSB system has the ad- 
vantage of double the channels 
of the medium-wave. But it 
has the disadvantage of re- 
quiring expensive receivers, 
about ¥20,000. 

The FM system insures good 
sound, 

The Japan Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (NHK) and Tokai 
University have already started 
test FM broadcasting. The To- 
kyo Tower is also installing 
antennas for use by 60 stations 
in the FM age. 

Manufacturers of radio re- 
ceivers anticipate that FM 
broadcasts would replace 
medium-wave broadcasts within 
a few years and are making 
the necessary preparations for 
mass production of FM receiv- 
ers. 

However, there are still a 
number of problems that must 
be solved before FM broadcast- 
ing can be started in earnest in 
this country. The high price 


of receivers is one problem, the 
operating expenses of private | 
stations is another,

The Revolt of Mitsuhide 


Tricks, Parody Add 
Program Interest

The program at the Shim- 
bashi Embujo this month shows 
a strange affinity, whether in- 
tentional or not, to that at the 
Kabukiza, in two separate in- 
stances. First, the Kawazura 
Hogen mansion scene from “Yo- 
shitsune Sembon-zakura,” listed 
on the Embujo evening pro- 
gram, is the scene that inme- 
diately follows the michiyuki 
dance scene of Shizuka and the 
fox Tadanobu, which appears on 
the Kabukiza matinee program. 
The same two characters, Shi- 
zuka and the fox Tadanobu are 
the central characters; and the 
scene sees the resolution of the 
story involving the true identity 
of the~false Tadanobu. 

The other instance is “Tokiwa 
Ima Kikyo no Hata-age” on the 
Empbujo matinee program, 
which, although the piays are 
entirely separate ones, has as 
its central figure the same rebel 
Mitsuhide as the hero of “Ehon 


Taiko Ki” on the Kabuki ma- 
tinee program. 
Intriguing 

The play at bujo shows 


Mitsuhide at the very start of 
his fateful rebellion against 
Oda Harunaga; while “Ehon 
Taiko Ki" shows him as the 
tide turned againat him only 
a few short days later after his 
successful assassination of Ha- 
runaga. 

Mitsuhide has always been a 
controversial figure in historic 
annals. He turned against his 
ruler and benefactor, the mili- 
tary despot Oda Harunaga, who 
was killed in a surprise attack 
at Honnoji Temple by WMitsu- 
hide’s men, The rebel then be- 
came, by the might-is-right prin- 
ciple, the next military ruler. 
But his rebellion was an abor- 
tive one, and his much more 
wily colleague, Hisayoshi (Toyo- 
tomi Hideyoshi), avenged Oda 
hy crushing Mitsuhide in the 
span of a brief 10 days or so. 

What caused Mitsuhide to re- 
volt is the question that has 
been intriguing dramatists as 
well as historians ever since. 
And “Tokiwa Ima Kikyo no 
Hata-age” is one version of the 
story, highly sympathetic to 
Mitsuhide in the clash of his 
proud personality against the 
oppressive tyranny of his mili- 

ry lord. 

« Harunaga had flown into a 
raging fury, suspecting that 
Mitauhide might be plotting to 
gain too much power. 

’ insults and Taunts 

He finally consented to re 
ceive Mitsuhide in audience 
again, but the meeting was a 
bitter one, In which Harunaga 
resorted to every means 
sible to humiliate and taunt 
Mitsuhide. One example: He 
offers Mitsuhide a cup of concil- 
iatory sake, which Mitsuhide 
accepts,’ only to find himself 
forced to drink it from a lac- 
quered tub used for watering 
horses. Then, deprived of his 
own generaiship, he is thrown 
a pair of spurs, with which 
another retainer is told to ride 
the “horse” Mitsuhide to Hisa- 
yoshi's camp and put him under 
Hisayoshi's command. 

A prised sword which Mitsu- 
hide had coveted and requested, 
is given instead to a lesser re- 
tainer. And finally, as the last 
ironic touch, Mitsuhide is given 
a gift which on opening turns 
out to be a bundle of woman's 
hair. The story is that Mitsu- 
hides wife had, in Mitsuhide’s 
days of poverty, cut and 
sold her hair to make a small 
sum in order to greet a guest, 
and Harunaga, hearing the tale, 
had taken pity and befriended 
Mitsuhide, raising him eventu- 
ally to his present rank. 

Mitsuhide accepts all these 
abuses with great restraint and 
a dangerous silence during 
which he is gradually led to 
thoughts of rebellion. When he 
takes leave of the mansion to 
return home, his decision is 
made. 


Powerful Role 

But outwardly, there is no 
show of this decision, except for 
a quick whispered instruction 
to a warrior to send his men to 
attack Harunaga at Honnoj/ 
Temple. When envoys come 
from Harunaga ordering him to 
give up his fief estates, he is 
prepared for them. There is a 
deliberate show of complete ac- 
quiescence, to the point of ap- 
pearing before the envoys in the 
all-white garments of death, 
ready to commit seppuku. But 
at the last moment, he turns 
instead on the envoys and kills

A rather unusual number on 
the program is the final one 
known as “Edo Umare Uwaki 
no Kabayaki,” which is a most 
thoroughly spoofing parody of 
all the known Kabuki conven- 
tions in the love suicide michi- 
yuki scenes. The “hero” and 
“heroine,” if such they may be 
called, are played by Shoroku 
and Baiko. Shoroku is the bul- 
bous-nosed son of a rich merch- 
ant, with an oversize vanity, 
which makes him covet the title 
of a fickle playboy lover. But 
nothing in his appearance or na- 
ture warrants him success in 
this ambition. 

Baiko is the geisha whose ran- 
som he has paid to make her 
his bride. But in his vanity, he 
wants to create a sensational 
scene, and arranges the stage 
for a fake double suicide with 
the geisha, following a typical 
sentimental “michiyuki"” jour- 
ney together. At the right mo- 
ment, an acquaintance is to step 
in and stop the suicide. 

With this the stage is set; and 
the ludicrousness of the ensu- 
ing michiyuki and shinju scenes 
is just wonderful. And in the 
end, instead of someone coming 
to stop the suicide, the couple 
is attacked by a couple of hood- 
ed “thieves” (in reality the 
“playhboy’s” father and an ac-

LONDON (UPI)—A new Prot- 
estant version of the New 
Testament in modern language 
has been completed and will go 
on sale in two years, Cambridge 
and Oxford University Presses 
announced recently. 

The publishers anticipated 
that the revision, in progress 
for 14 years, would bring ton 
a storm of controversy and re- 
fused to release any samples 
of the work. 

“We will just be swamped 
with letters of criticism,” a 
spokesman said. 

The announcement said a 
group of experts on religion had 
been working since 1947 trans 
lating the New Testament of the 
Bible from Greek texts into 
“native idiom and é current 
usage” of the English language. 

The publishers said it was 
“free from the archaic language 
of the authorized (King James) 
version which encourages in 
many people the feeling that the 
Scriptures have little relevance 
to our age.” 

After experimental transla- 
tions had been made by a group 
of Oxford and Cambridge theo- 
logians, a committee of transia- 
tors was organized eight years 
ago. 

‘It met in the Jerusalem cham- 
ber of Westminster Abbey, the

New Testament Revised 
Now in Modern English 


version of the Bible was revised 
from 1870 to 1884. 


“The translators were in- 


structed to render the original = 


texts into contemporary English, 
taking into account the native 
idiom and current 

and avoiding all archaic words:

The new version has been a 
proved by all the major church- 
es in Britain but the Roman 
Catholic church, the publishers 
said.

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American Football Here 


Fails to Make Progress

_ What's the matter with Amer. 
lean football in Japan? 


The top American collegiate 
game, first played here about a 
quarter-century ago, still re. 
mains an ugly duckling which 
hae failed to blossom into a 
major sport. 

The Japanese, who can be 
classed among the most sports 
crazy nations in the world, have 
taken to all varieties of sports 
of Western origin. 


This, of course, includes the 
grand old U.S. game of baseball 
—which the Japanese probably 
love even more than the Amer- 
icans themselves. 


Millions of Japanese are fol- 
lowers of the diamond sport. 
With the grid game, however, 
it is a different story. 


Football, American style, was 
ushered into Japan principally 
through the efforts of Paul 
Rusch, a professor at Rikkyo 
(St. Paul's) University in To 
kyo, around the mid-1920s. Japa- 
nese-Americans formed the 
backbone of the early elevens in 
Japan. 


Today, about 25 years later, 
football ig played only by a 
handful of college teams—eight 
in Tokyo, including a Defense 
Academy eleven, and six in the 
Kansai area. 


The games draw only small 
crowds. 


The last Japanese Rice Bow! 
game between the Kanto and 
Kansai Collegiate All-Stars, for 
example, drew less than 2,000 
fans, though the New Year's 
Day snow played a part in keep 
ing down the number. 

Shingo Hattori, chairman of 
the board of the Japan Ameri- 
can Football Association, lists 
three major reasons for the 
lack of popularity of American 
football . 

These include 1) ition 
of rents against high school 
football, 2) lack of equipment, 
and 3) the dull brand of foot- 
ball displayed in Japan. 


Hattori, a graduate of Rikkyo, 
was one of the first Japanese to 
p-ay college football here. 


He pointed out that Japanese 
collegiate elevens are lacking in 
material because of parental op 
pe en against high school 
ootball. The objections of the 
parents, he said, stem from fear 
of injuries to their offspring in 
football, which they regard as 
@ most dangerous sport. 


At present, there are about a 
dozen Japanese high schools 
which have adopted football, 
but it is only the touch variety. 
As the high school teams use 
no protective equipment, there 
is actually more chance of in- 

In their touch football 
games, Hattori declared. 


The problem of equipment is 
regarded by Hattori as the most 
pressing. With football equip 
ment unavailable at Japanese 
sporting goods stores, the Japa- 
nese college teams are solely 
dependent on second hand grid 
gear released by the U.S. Forces 
stationed in Japan. 


If the Americans should pull 
out entirely from Japan, there 
fore, foothall here would receive 
a serious blow. The Japanese 
teams would be obliged to im- 
port needed pants, helmets, pads 
and other equipment from the 
U.S. or place special orders with 
local manufacturers. In either 
case, equipment expenses would 
become sky-high. Hattori figur- 
ed it would cost about Y20,000 
to outfit a player, or ten times 


‘as much as getting the grid 
_equipment from the U.S. Forces 


as at present. 
As for the colorless variety 
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of play in Japan, which Hattori 
said is killing the game, 
pointed to the last Rice Bow! 
contest as a glaring example. 
He said both teams displayed 
only straight football and only 
one pase was thrown in the 
whole contest (successful, by 
the way, with only a minute to 
go). 

Piven the snow and freezing 
temperature during the game 
would not justify such extreme 
neglect of the important passing 
game, Hattori said. : 


Hattori added that the Rice 
Bowl game was not an excep- 
tion in regard to the over-con- 
centration on line plays in 
Japan. He claimed that in reg- 
ular Japanese college games, no 
more than five passes are thrown 
on the average. 


This makes for uninteresting 
contests—even to the handful 
of fans who have a thorough 
knowledge of the sport. 


The most effective way <0 
boost any sport is to invite out- 
standing teams from abroad (to 
play local outfits. This has peen 
done for a number of sports in 
Japan, including soccer, rugby 
and baseball. 


The mere thought of inviting 
a top-ranking American grid 
team to play in Japan, how- 
ever, is ridiculous as U.S. and 
Japanese teams are poles apart. 


In addition to the inferior 
brand of play locally and lack 
of first-class coaching, there is 
the size facfor which makes 
US.Japan grid contests on the 
college level out of question. 


Japanese teams og | average 
less than 170 pounds in weigat 
and 5 feet 7 inches in height at 
the most—very small compared 
with American gridders. 


In Hattori’s opinion, it would 
take a team of well-train:d pley- 
ers averaging 175 pounds and 
5 feet 8 inches in height to 
make a fairly showing 
against a Yank outfit.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—A 
comparatively optimistic view 
of the problem of Red China’s 
trade offensive in Southeast 
Asia was ae given by a 
high official of the Japanese 
Foreign Office at this week's 
meeting here of Japanese dip- 
jomats stationed in North 
America. 


According to circles close to 
the Japanese Embassy here, the 
view was given b Nobuhiko 
Ushiba, director of the Economic 
Bureau of the Foreign Office, 
before the three-day diplomats’ 
meeting which ended Wednes- 
day. 

Ushiba reportedly age = 
diplomats Japan need 
too concerned over its ye 
east Asian economic activities 
despite Peiping’s economic of- 
fensive in the region. 


Ushiba, according to the 
informants, saw both a “political 
and economic limit” to Peiping’s 
offensive. He was said to have 
cited growing anti-Communist 
sentiments in various countries, 
including the formation of new 
military regimes in Thailand 
and Burma, Malaya’s trade 
switch to Japan and Hongkong 
and the reluctance of Pakistan 
to sell its raw materials to Red 
China. 


Ushiba, according to the in- 
formants, believed Peiping 
would find it difficult to con- 
tinue dumping its goods for 
political purposes for long even 
at the risk of inviting “politi- 
cal antipathy” as well as “eco- 
nomic losses.” 

Ushiba will attend a confer- 
ence of Japanese diplomats 
stationed in Latin America 
scheduled to open in Santiago, 
Chile, Jan. 22.

The EEC provisions which 
will be broadened onto ail 
OEEC nations automatically is 
a 10 per cent increase in im- 
port quotas plus another 10 per 
cent raise of quotas for coun- 
tries who demand it. 

The most important bilateral 
talks proposed Thursday will 
be betweerl France and Britain, 
the chief opponents in the free- 
trade area dispute.

REPAIRING GUARANTEED Quick’ 
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The German Problem 


The recent statement of U.S. Secretary of State Dulles 
to the effect that reunification of East and West Germany 
through free elections—the formula which the Western 
allies have advocated for years past—was not the only 
method by which this could be accomplished has raised 
something of a furor. | 

We do not think that, in making his remarks, Mr. 
Dulles intended to convey the impression that the United 
States was preparing to abandon. any democratic procedure 
which would ensure that the whole German people should 
be permitted to choose the form of government they 
desired for a reunited Germany but was rather indicating 
that the State Department was considering various meth- 
ods of initiating essential preliminary steps. 


Mr. Dulles acknowledges what he calls Soviet Russia’s 
“genuine and understandable concern” about the possibility 
of future aggressive action by Germany, and says it would 
be unreasonable to expect the Kremlin to give up positions 
which it felt might give strategic military advantage to 
potential foes. 

Mr. Dulles’ own concern for Moscow’s feeling could be 
more easily appreciated if the hypothesis upon which it 
is based could be assumed to be true, but we do not see 
any possible menace from Germany to the Soviet Union, 
even though Moscow is in possession of some ill-gotten 
ay or what most people feel are ill-gotten gains, at 

er e . 

For one thing, the differen¢e between the armaments 
of Soviet Russia, and any Germany is likely to possess 
in the foreseeable future, is so immense as to make the 
Suggesti6n of an armed threat from Germany appear 
ridiculous—at least so long as the Communist Russian 
state holds together. If the Soviet regime became so un- 
bearable to the Russian people as to cause a revolt within 
the USSR the story might be different. Such a revolt, 
however, is very unlikely; although there is reason to be- 
lieve that Moscow’s dispositions in Europe are partly 
motivated by a desire to guard against any anti-Communist 
uprising either within Russia itself or among the satellites. 

In any case, President Eisenhower's pronouncement on 
Wednesday that the United States is quite ready to give 
Soviet Russia assurances against the rebirth of German 
militarism should suffice to'convince Moscow that Western 
proposals for the reunification of Germany are in no way 
aimed against the present Russian setup. Moscow has 
declared, in order to make a case for changes in the status 
of Berlin, that the Western allies are using West Berlin 
as a base for attacks on the present conditions in Eastern 
Europe. There is no evidence of any such program but 
the fact that the accusation has been made is revealing. 
Moscow’s mind is such that the Red leaders believe that 
everything they cannot control is posed against them. 
Hence in any agreement they endeavor to secure a power 
of veto over decisions to be made under its terms. 


President Eisenhower’s statements should also con- 
vince West Germany, America's allies, and the democratic 
nations generally, that the United States is sincerely seek- 
ing for international concord and particularly for a sensible 
termination to the division of Germany. The President 
points out that the United States wants to see Germany 
so intertwined economically and politically with its West 
European neighbors that such a rearmament as Hitler 
forced on the German people would not be necessary. 
And he goes even further and says that the West Germans 
are already so closely linked with neighboring countries 
that they could not be aggressive even if they wished. 
| It seems to us that the Communists’ fears, both in 
Russia and elsewhere, result largely from the knowledge 
that most of what they are in possession of has been taken 
from others by force. Communists’ employment of force 
and violence to gain their ends naturally breeds the sus- 
picion in their minds that others may do likewise, and 
that any relaxation of extreme vigilance on their part 
may be followed by a general assault upon them from 
without. 

The -harsh measures adopted inside Communist coun- 
tries to ensure that the people swallow without complaint 
their crazy doctrines add to the anxieties of the Red leaders. 
They can never be absolutely sure that they have not out- 
passed what human nature can endure! 


We entertain no doubt whatsoever—and we are con- 
vinced the Kremlin entertains no doubt—as to what the 
verdict would be if free elections were held throughout 
Germany. The Red regime forced upon the eastern part 
of the country by Soviet Russia would disappear. 

That is why no real agreement can be made with 
Moscow by the democratic powers. Even if Germany 
were unified without previous elections, free elections 
would have to be held afterward, and the result would 
be the same. But the ousting of the Red regime from 
East Germany might considerably damage the Communist 
cause—the cause by which the Red leaders live and by 
using which Moscow has built up a vast postwar empire 
on totalitarian principles. The satellites might even 
liberate themselves and the whole edifice tumble down. 


This, we feel, is the crux of the German problem and 
it admits of no easy solution.

Book Review —— 


VARIOUS KINDS OF BUGS and 


1958, FP. 189, 
Besides Kazuo Oza who 
wrote “Various Kinds of Bigs,” 


the four others presented in this 
collection to show today’s Japa- 
nese writers are Joji Tsubota, 
with his “The Bogeyman 
World,” Shigeharu Nakano, with 
“The Dancing Man,” Tatsuo Na- 
gai, “The White Fence,” and 
Fumio Niwa, with “The Hate- 
ful Years.” 

All five have broken away, in 
compiler-transiator Clark’s opin- 
ion, from the traditionally 
stylistic writing of their prede- 
cessors, which was one of the 
conditions Clark set in making 
his selections. The other con- 
dition was that they be living 
and still writing. Tsubota, 
though, has gone into semi- 
retirement. Except for Tsubo- 
ta’s, all the works appearing 
here were published after the 
last war. Tsubota was born in 
1890, Ozaki in 1899, Nakano in 
1902, and Nagai and Niwa in 
1904

shows Ozaki at his best, in the 
“guihitsu,” a sort of essay for 
which he is noted throughout 
the breadth of Japan. First 
printed in 1948 in Shincho maga- 
zine, it is about a bed-ridden in- 
valid given to much meditation. 
Long years as an invalid and 
his being born in a religious 
family have sharpened Ozaki’s 
contemplative powers. But he 
is not moody, nor fatalistic. He 
is cheerful, and not despairing, 
as is evident in “Various Kinds 
of Bugs” (titled “Insects of 
Various Kinds” in The Pacific 
Spectator, autumn 1951). 

Soul searching, though, as & 
way for literary expression, has 
been practiced for ages before 
he came along. Ozaki’s writ- 
ings, therefore, are no depar- 
ture from that of yesteryear. 

“The Dancing Man” and “The 
White Fence” are too brief in 
content, being nothing more 
than descriptions of a scene or 
incident, in a way mere anec- 
dotes. The first tells of the tra- 
vails of commuting to work; the 
second about a mentally- 
deranged youth under treat- 
ment, They are just short dabs 
with the brush, ~ pictorially 
speaking. Ozaki’s too, may be 
said to be that, only Ris is a 
triptych in comparison. 


One would think, seeing the ' 


dead-pan faces of the people, 
that they are inured to the 
hardships of commuting. Naka- 
no says differently, and with 
asperity, in “The Dancing Man.” 
It is an outcry against the 
rigors of postwar Japan, by a 
reactionary more noted as a poet

“The White Fence” is a beauti- 
ful piece of writing. It makes 
you sorrow for the youth com- 
mitted to a sanitarium and long- 
ing to go back to his wife.

His Wife,” a novel about the

Both Niwa and Ozaki studied 
literature at Waseda. Univer- 
sity, which has turned out 
more writers than any other 
institution in Japan. Tsubota, 
too, is an alumnus of the Wa- 
seda English Department. 

With his creation of Sampei 
and Zenta, the first a third- 
grader and the latter an elder 
brother and sixth-grader, Tsu- 
bota has made himself the best 
known writer of children’s 
stories. “The Bogeyman World” 
is strong in characterization 
and dramatization, and has all 
the other elements that go into 
creating a short story as is in 
demand in America. The “nar- 
rative hook,” to borrow a term 
used in American commercial 
writing, is given at the story’s 
start, is: developed skillfully to 
its denouement. And there is 
economy in words, too. 


That such a story appeared 
as early as in 1935 is to be 
wondered; that it did not draw 
the attention it did later is 
not be to wondered. “The Danc- 
ing Man” and “The White 
Fence” are but short-shorts be- 
side “The Bogeyman World.” 

Zenta and Sampei gambol in 
“The Bogeyman World,” as chil- 
dren do, but at the same time 
try to rationalize themselves 
and their society. This is be- 
yond their puerile brains to 
undertake. Fear ultimately op- 
presses them, the fear of the 
supernatural.

ers to the East German Govern- 
ment would be fulfilled and at 
the same time a possible cause 
of war would be removed. On 
our side, the fac: that the East 
German officials were subject 
to a Soviet guarantee would go 
a long way toward satisfying 
our official view that in Berlin 
the Soviet Union cannot divest 
itself of its obligations under 
the old international pacts. This 
formula would also be in accord 
with the position originally 
taken by Secretary Dulles in his 
press conference of Nov. 26, and 
withdrawn later only upon the 
insistence of Dr. Adenauer. 

To those who will hurriedly 
exclaim.that any dealings with 
the East German Government 
are appeasement, we may point 
out that if this is appeasement, 
then the leading appeaser is Dr. 
Adenauer himself. For the ac- 
tual fact of the matter is that 
civilian traffic between West 
Germany and West Berlin is 
now moving, and has for some 
time been moving, under an 
agreement between the two Ger- 
man governments. This a 
ment includes acceptance by Dr. 
Adenauer of the right of the 
inspectors and control agents of 
the East German Government to 
deal with the travel papers of 
West German vehicles. 


Dr. Adenauer is now dealing 
with the East German Officials, 
and if he can do this, why in 
the name of common sense 
should we not do the same, es- 
pecially if we have obtained a 
guarantee under which we can 
hold the Soviet Government re- 
sponsible? 

A world war arising out of a 
quarrel as to whether East Ger- 
man officials can inspect our 
papers when they alreaty in- 
spect West German papers 
would be the most preposterous 
war in history. .

I do not mean to say that the 
formula I am describing is the 
only way to resolve the Berlin 
crisis. But it is a way. If it 
were taken, the real problem of 
Berlin would still remain, which 
is how this city can cease to 
an island surrounded by the 
Red Army and become the capi- 
tal of a reunited and unoccupied 
Germany. 

This is a much more difficult 
problem than the current prob- 
lem of Berlin, and it will call for 
much more complicated negotia- 
tions, not only with the Soviet 
Union but among the Western 
Allies.
